The IWF commander is a Soviet officer by the name 
of Shuailin who wears the uniform of a Hungarian 
Colonel. In his Hungarian papers the name is 
spelt Shuralij his first name is probably Aleksander 
since he is known to his friends as "Sashka". S h u a i l i n 
is also Chief of Aviation for the international Bri- 
gades.
